Councillor says 
give land for lodge 
no strings attached

Debate about how to donate 
land to Mountain View Seniors 
Housing ensuring that it would 
be used for the purposes stated 
left one Didsbury Town Coun¬ 
cillor wondering if the land was 
being donated or not. 

Planning and Development 
Officer Robert Wigg said the 
initial plan of putting a condi¬ 
tion on the sale of the land stat¬ 
ing it couldn't be sold to a third 
party at any time could be 
deemed unreasonable in a 
court. 

Instead he suggested that a 
restrictive covenant could be 
put on the land that would al¬ 
low the Town to buy back the 
land at a discounted price if it 
was ever to be sold to a for- 
profit organization. 

Most Councillors agreed that 
something needed to be set up 
to protect the integrity of the 
donation. 

"To give it away outright 
would be just foolish," said 
Councillor Harry Penner. 

After discussion had ceased 
and a motion was passed to ac¬ 
cept the debate as information. 
Councillor Don Watt said the 
Town should be more con¬ 
cerned about getting the lodge 
built and being pro-active in the 
process. 

"Give the property to Moun¬ 
tain View Seniors Housing for 
a dollar. Do you know how long 
they have worked towards a 
lodge? Give them a break. Give 
it to them for a dollar. It isn't 
going anywhere," said Watt. 

During discussions about a 
proposed condition that would 
allow the Town to buy the prop¬ 
erty back at a discounted price

if the lodge land was sold to a 
for-profit organization, Council¬ 
lor Judy Kaupp, who also sits 
on the Mountain View Seniors 
Housing Board, stated the idea 
was an unfair one as Mountain 
View Senior's Housing was 
putting up a $5 million build¬ 
ing on the land. 

When Wigg made his sugges¬ 
tion to Council about the cov¬ 
enant he used the figure of 50 
per cent. 

"We are putting up a $5 mil¬ 
lion building on the land and 
the Town could buy it back at 
half price. That's not fair," said 
Kaupp. 

Wigg said the 50 per cent fig¬ 
ure was figure he was using for 
discussion purposes and didn't 
necessarily represent the figure 
that needed to be used. He said 
that it could be any discounted 
price. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker said 
he would like to see an agree¬ 
ment between the Town and 
Mountain View Seniors Hous¬ 
ing that would state responsi¬ 
bilities of looking after the land 
surrounding the new lodge.

Feds need to do much more for farmers, says MP

The federal government's 
announcement that it would 
cover some of the costs associ¬ 
ated with a campaign to bring 
hay to drought-stricken prairies 
will do very little to address 
mounting problems facing 
farmers, said Wild Rose MP 
Myron Thompson. 

“Well that’s a small ges¬ 
ture,” said Thompson. “If 
they're going to bring enough 
hay out here it’s going to cost 
a huge price for transportation. 
Farmers can’t afford to buy the 
hay and then transport it out 
here. It’s not feasible to do that, 
and you don’t have to be a 
rocket scientist to figure that 
out. 

“But they tfederal govern¬ 
ment) are interested in helping 
get feed to the cattle or cattle 
to the feed, then I think they 
need to look at a program that 
will cover the transportation 
costs and anything else that 
they can do to save this indus¬ 
try. If they don’t step up to the 
plate with a big package it’s 
going to be disaster time. 


“Do I appreciate what they 
are doing? Of course I do, but 
that’s for a small amount of hay 
to look after a small amount of 
cattle. It’s a huge problem. Mr. 
Chretien we need some relief. 
Let’s get with the program.” 

The Hay West campaign was 
launched in eastern Canada 
last month in an effort to bring 
hay to prairie producers suffer¬ 
ing a lack of feed for cattle and 
other livestock. 

The first load of hay was 
expected to arrive in Alberta on 
Monday. 

On Thursday the federal gov¬ 
ernment said it would provide 
fumigation services, cover some 
of the costs of loading the hay, 
and will have Canadian soldiers 
provide logistic support to the 
campaign. 

“The Hay West campaign 
demonstrates the very best in 
the Canadian spirit - the desire 
to come to the aid of fellow citi¬ 
zens in times of trouble,” Lib¬ 
eral house leader Don Boudria 
said. 

“I commend the farmers, 
volunteers and businesses who 
have pulled together to make 


the campaign possible.” 

Farmers across the prairies, 
including in west central Al¬ 
berta, have been suffering 
through a long drought. Late 
last month Mountain View 
County Council declared a 
drought disaster in the district. 

“We are seeing 20 per cent 
of our typical production and 
cattle is being sold," said 
County Reeve Ian Harvie. 
Councillor Pat James added, 
“The situation has deteriorated 
daily or weekly. This very seri¬ 
ous situation has been ongo¬ 
ing." 

While he commends organ¬ 
izers of Hay West campaign, 
Thompson says much more 
needs to be done at the federal 
level. 

“Everything helps but it is 
certainly a drop in the bucket 
of what we need, and I think 
everybody realizes that,” said 
Thompson. “This an effort and 
a showing of support by the 
Ontario farmers that will help 
and we’d be foolish to reject it. 

“There are some farmers 
here who are desperate and 
there are some here who are in

County will support newspaper 
promotion campaign

Mountain View County 
Council will support an ini¬ 
tiative to advertise the region 
in the Edmonton Journal and 
National Post. 

The Central Alberta Eco¬ 
nomic Partnership (CAEP) 
sent Mountain View County 
a letter at the end of June out¬ 
lining a plan that would fea¬ 
ture the central Alberta area 
on a national level. 

The special section, which 
would be written by Journal 
editorial staff, would be called 
the Central Alberta Economic 
Report and would likely give 
the area provincial and na¬ 


tional exposure. 

The cost of the initiative is 
in the area of $35,000 to 
$40,000. 

Those costs would be 
picked up by the local indus¬ 
try sector who could buy ads 
in the special section. 

"CAEP pays for it. It s not 
up to us to get the funds," said 
Reeve Ian Harvie. 

Initially the Edmonton 
Journal approached just the 
City of Red Deer about the 
project, but they wanted it to 
be more broad-based expand¬ 
ing the number of available 
corporate sponsors. 

A similar project was re¬ 
cently done on the Fort 


McMurray area earlier this 
year. 

County Councillors had an 
opportunity to look at that 
section before supporting the 
initative at a local level. 

The letter from CAEP, in 
addition to asking for support 
from Mountain View County 
in principle, requested that 
suggestions for the publica¬ 
tion be drawn up by the mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

"To broaden your exposure, 
the Edmonton Journal would 
welcome suggestions on good 
news stories from your com¬ 
munity or businesses to build 
a theme for this report," 
states the letter. 


Accused arsonists scheduled to be 
back in Didsbury court in September

Two men charged after an 
occupied Didsbury residence 
was heavily damaged in a July 
25 blaze have made their first 
court appearances. 

Jamie Norman Andres and 
Robert Charles McCart are both 
charged with arson and assault 
causing bodily harm. Andres 
also faces a charge of breech of 


probation. 

The accused men, who have 
been released on bail, made 
brief court appearances before 
Judge B. Fraser on Wednesday, 
reserving pleas until Septem¬ 
ber. 

Prosecutor Peter McKenzie 
told Judge Fraser the Crown is 
proceeding by indictment 
against both accused, meaning 
the maximum penalty for the 


arson charge could be life im¬ 
prisonment, while the maxi¬ 
mum sentence for the assault 
causing bodily harm charge 
could be 10 years. 

McCart and Andres are 
scheduled to be back in court 
on September 16. 

Meanwhile, several investi¬ 
gations by local and provincial 
bodies, into the July 25 blaze 
are continuing.

Sundre area fire 
lead to marijuana 
operation 

A 33-year-old man who saw his marijuana crop go up in 
flames north of Sundre last December has been jailed. 

William Shea Larking pleaded guilty in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on July 29 to charges of producing a control¬ 
led substance and possession for the purpose of traffick¬ 
ing. 

The accused was charged after Sundre fire department 
trucks were called to a barn blaze north of the town. 

Arriving at the scene, the firefighters noticed marijuana 
growing equipment and plants inside the burning barn, 
federal Crown prosecutor Dave Lee told Judge Frank 
Mahoney. 

When police arrived at the scene they found a grow op¬ 
eration in the barn and in a nearby house. 

Lee estimated there were several hundred plants in the 
operation. 

"It s a shame you chose to become involved in criminal 
activities," said Judge Mahoney. 

The judge ordered the accused jailed for six months, 
fined him $200, and handed him a 10 year firearms prohi¬ 
bition. 

A second man charged following the fire was handed an 
8-month conditional sentence. 

Garry Wayne Larking, 59, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
producing a controlled substance. 

The judge ordered that man to make a $500 donation to 
the Alberta Adolescent Recovery Centre, fined him $100, 
and gave him a 10-year firearms prohibition. 

Impaired driver rolled vehicle 

A man charged after his vehicle rolled into a ditch near 
Carstairs has pleaded guilty to impaired operation. 

Cameron Clare Erickson, 46, entered the guilty plea on 
July 29. 

Police were called to an accident scene on Hwy 581 
shortly after 5 p.m. on July 15 where they found the ac¬ 
cused, court heard. 

The accused, who had a previous impaired driving con¬ 
viction, admitted he was drinking alcohol prior to the ac¬ 
cident. Judge Mahoney fined him $700. 

"Fortunately neither you nor someone else was injured," 
said Judge Mahoney. 

As well as the fine, the accused was also handed a one- 
year driving prohibition. 

Man ran from police 

An area man who lead police on a foot chase after being 
confronted at a house party in Carstairs on July 9 has 
been fined. 

Steven Longland pleaded guilty on July 29 to charges 
of property mischief causing damage, obstruction of a peace 
officer, and possession of a controlled substance. 

The accused and two other individuals were confronted 
by police following a public complaint on July 9, court 
heard. 

After giving the officers a false name, the accused bolted 
from the scene, leading police on a chase. 

When apprehended a short time later the accused had a 
small amount of marijuana in his possession. 

The mischief charge stemmed from damage caused to 
the apartment prior to the arrival of police. 

Judge Mahoney ordered the accused to pay $418 resti¬ 
tution to the apartment owner, fined him $100 on the mari¬ 
juana charge, fined him $150 on the obstruction charge, 
and fined him $250 on the mischief charge. 

Longland was also placed on probation for six months. 

Two other individuals charged at the same time as 
Longland were placed on the alternative measures pro¬ 
gram. 

Man stole booze 

A 19-year-old man who stole liquor from a Didsbury 
shop has been fined. 

Shane Barrett pleaded guilty on July 31 to a charge of 
theft under $5,000. The Crown withdrew a charge of breech 
of probation. 

The accused stole two bottles of liquor from Lucky Liq¬ 
uor Store, 2010 - 20 Street, on June 25, court heard. 

A clerk working at the time noticed the missing bottles 
and contacted police. 

The accused was later idenfied on the store's video sur¬ 
veillance equipment. 

Judge Fraser fined the accused $115. 
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Lottery hay 

Hay donated from Ontario will 
go to ranchers and farmers lucky 
enough to win it in a draw. 

The 25 rail cars of feed sent by 
Ontario producers in an act of 
goodwill is not nearly enough to 
go around. So names will have 
to be pulled from a hat. Of all the 
stories exchanged about the 
drought, this one has to be the 
saddest. 

I don’t think anyone expected 
Ontario would be able to send 
enough hay to satisfy the needs 
of all the drought-affected farm¬ 
ers in Alberta. But when dispersing feed through a draw in 
which the odds of winning are estimated at about 100-1 be¬ 
comes an option for some farmers, we have hit a pretty bad 
state. It has been estimated that about 3,000 farmers have asked 
for hay and there may be enough right now to satisfy the needs 
of 30. Right now there has been no word on whether more is 
coming or not. 

In Saskatchewan 6,000 farmers have put their names for¬ 
ward for a draw there. It is expected our eastern neighbours 
will receive between 500 and 800 tonnes of hay and that each 
drawn-producer will receive a semi-trailer load (about 15 
tonnes). Hay is not expected to arrive until the middle of Au¬ 
gust. Even if farmers do get a cut of the hay that arrives in 
Western Canada, it is unlikely to solve their problems, but buy 
themselves time instead. Right now many farmers are on the 
phones desperately trying to track down hay for their live¬ 
stock. Problems will compound in the winter months when 
the hay is gone and producers still need feed for their live¬ 
stock. 

If every dark cloud has a silver lining, then perhaps what 
we can take away from this disaster is that Canada supports 
its farmers. Someone even came up with the idea of collecting 
grass clippings from urban lawns to turn into feed. Although 
the idea was quickly dismissed by experts as not feasible and 
Unhealthy to livestock, the situation is sitting on the forefront 
of .everyone's mind and it seems as though everyone wants to 
help out. Even if the help can only benefit one in 100.

Alberta government pleased 
with WTO softwood ruling 


The following is a press re¬ 
lease issued from the office of 
Richard Marz. 

A World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion ruling critical of U.S. 
actions in the softwood lum¬ 
ber dispute is good news for 
Alberta, says Halvar Jonson, 
Minister of Alberta Interna¬ 
tional and Intergovernmental 
Relations. The panel ruled 
that the U.S. acted inconsist¬ 
ently with World Trade Or¬ 
ganization rules by compar¬ 
ing stumpage prices in Cana¬ 
dian provinces to those in 
U.S. States. 

“The panel confirmed 
Canada’s view that the U.S. 
made serious errors in its 
subsidy investigation,” 
Jonson said. 

“While it doesn’t change 
the duties that Canada’s for¬ 
estry industry is paying, this 
decision definitely bolsters 
Canada’s position. 

“Until now, the U.S. lum¬ 
ber industry has blocked ef¬ 
forts to achieve a long-term 
resolution to the softwood dis¬ 


pute, and I believe it is time 
for them to reconsider their 
approach. 

“This decision, along with 
the recent Byrd Amendment 
decision, sends a strong sig¬ 
nal to our American neigh¬ 
bours that they must comply 
with international trade 
rules.” 

The U.S. made a prelimi¬ 
nary subsidy determination 
on the softwood lumber issue 
in August 2001 and a final 
subsidy determination in 
March 2002. 

This ruling only involved 
the preliminary determina¬ 
tion. 

Jonson emphasized that 
the ruling is only one step in 
the process. Canada has sev¬ 
eral other appeals on the 
softwood lumber dispute in 
process under the World 
Trade Organization and the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement, including a re¬ 
quest for a World Trade Or¬ 
ganization panel on the final 
determination. 


“While this decision is cer¬ 
tainly encouraging, it re¬ 
mains to be seen how the U.S. 
will respond. In the mean¬ 
time, Alberta will continue 
working closely with the 
province’s forestry industry 
as well as other provinces 
and the federal government to 
defend our forest manage¬ 
ment practices. Alberta does 
not subsidize its lumber in¬ 
dustry. Albertans receive fair 
market value for their forest 
resources,” Jonson said. 

On July 17, a separate 
WTO panel ruled against the 
U.S. Byrd Amendment, mean¬ 
ing that American companies 
that request trade investiga¬ 
tions won’t receive funds 
through countervailing and 
anti-dumping duties collected 
during trade cases. 

Negotiations to resolve the 
dispute broke off in March 
2002. Since May 22, 2002, the 
U.S. has been collecting 
countervailing and anti¬ 
dumping duties at a combined 
rate of more than 27 per cent.

Giving up driving 
can be a tough pill 
to swallow for 


seniors 


For a senior hearing the w ords, 
“von should stop driving, ” from 
a loved one can he a higger 
hhnv to an ego than any 
accident.

The loss of a senior’s drivers license can mean 
the loss of independence. 

When loved ones are forced to bring up this sub¬ 
ject with a senior, it is a sensitive topic for every¬ 
one involved. 

In most cases, elderly people are capable of evalu¬ 
ating their own driving skills and know when the 
time has come to hand over the keys, but for many 
families it’s often an uncomfortable discussion, one 
that’s avoided long past the appropriate time. 

“It is an incredibly difficult thing for children to 
have to tell a parent their driving skills are per¬ 
haps not as safe as they once were," said Doreen 
Wilson, CAO for Mountain View Seniors Housing. 

Parents are supposed to take care of children and 
it is difficult for everyone involved when roles are 
reversed. 

“Some parents could be defensive and not recog¬ 
nize there is any problem, particularly if a senior 
has to give up their license in a rural community 
when they can’t access public transportation,” said 
Wilson. 

Approach the topic openly and honestly with love, 
advised Wilson. 

To make the transition easier, provide informa¬ 
tion about alternative modes of transportation 
available in their area, when you are discussing 
this topic with a senior. 

Dial-a-Bus is operated and sponsored by the Dids- 
bury Lions Club. This volunteer-run service cov¬ 
ers Didsbury, Carstairs, Olds, Cremona and area, 
Monday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. Dial-a- 
Bus provides transportation for anyone, especially 
seniors, to Olds, Red Deer or Calgary for appoint¬ 
ments and then back. On occasion weekend trans¬ 
portation is available. Call Lloyd at 507-0208 or 
leave a message at 335-2363 to book an appoint¬ 
ment. 

The Sunshine Bus operates in Olds, Mondays to 
Fridays from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

For a cost of $2 one way, the bus will transport 
you anywhere within Olds. 

Call 556-8003 between 9 and 11:30 a.m. to book 
appointments. This service is funded through do¬ 
nations made by the Royal Canadian Legion Branch 
No. 105, Olds Elks Lodge and the Town of Olds. 
Both buses are equipped for physically challenged 
individuals. 

A community van is available in Sundre costs 
and uses vary, call 638-3266 for more information. 

Other volunteer services are available at senior 
housing, such as Sunrise Village in Olds, and 
through many churches; ask a pastor or priest if 
their church has any programs available for their 
congregation. 

Dick Smethurst, 60, is a driver for The Sunshine 
Bus in Olds, he knows how hard it is to speak to 
someone about this sensitive subject. 

“It is a tough subject, my dad was 80 and still 
driving when I brought it up with him; immedi¬ 
ately he told me he was the person who would de¬ 
cide and I wasn’t in the position to tell him when 
to quit driving," said Smethurst. “I know he hated 
the thought of giving up his independence - 1 would 
hate to have to depend on someone else to get me 
around too. 

But the fact is there are seniors out there who 
know they shouldn’t be driving but they do, and 
it’s not safe.” 

When asked how he will feel when the day comes 
for him to quit driving, he answered: “Talk is cheap 


- I don’t know how I’m going to feel at that time 
because I’m not there yet. I might feel relieved if a 
doctor told me I couldn’t, or I might be hurt, I guess 
I won’t know until I get there.” 

Irene McDermid is a frequent user of the Sun¬ 
shine Bus, she said she had no hard feeling towards 
family members who spoke to her about giving up 
her driver’s license. 

“I was 74 when my family got after me to not 
drive anymore. My feelings weren’t hurt because I 
realized I had to stop driving for my own benefit 
and everyone else’s too,” said McDermid, adding, 
“the (Sunshine Bus) drivers are super. 

They are so friendly and dedicated, I can’t say 
enough about them.” 

Edna Wallace calls the service “Olds’ best thing”. 

Wallace is visually impaired, so when it was time 
for her to quit driving she decided on her own. 

“I went into Shackleton (Shackleton Insurance 
Ltd. in Olds) and said, ‘I can’t drive the car 
anymore so cancel my insurance.” 

Wallace said because of the excellent service pro¬ 
vided by the Sunshine Bus she doesn’t miss her 
car at all. 

Everyone has a story to share about situations 
where a senior citizen should not have been driv¬ 
ing. These circumstances must be dealt with, it is 
the responsibility of every citizen, police officer and 
physician, not just family members. 

As we live in an aging society, this problem is 
only expected to get worse, said Sgt. Bob Phillips, 
Olds RCMP. 

“Most people are responsible and know their limi¬ 
tations but there are occasions where concerns are 
brought to our attention, from family members 
and citizens, and we are required to make requests 
to the motor vehicle branch for re-evaluation of in¬ 
dividuals who do not recognise their limitations,” 
said Phillips. 

"It is negligent for anyone to turn a blind eye to 
people who refuse to recognise their limitations.” 


Bad driving is not age discriminatory, said Const. 
Barb Adams, but it is a known fact that as you 
age, reflex and reaction time slow down and are 
further inflamed by other medical conditions that 
arise which require prescription drugs that may 
effect one’s ability to drive. 

Determining when someone should stop driving 
is never easy, there are too many aspects to con¬ 
sider and no set age for when a driver’s license can 
be refused. 

Physicians will agree that medical tests are not 
indicative of whether someone can drive safely. 
Provincial laws state that at the age of 75 every¬ 
one is required to have a driver’s license medical 
test. 

Depending on the results of that test, a doctor 
will advise whether the senior needs a road test. 

If a road test is required the driver will be tested 
by a licensed driver examiner before their license 
is renewed. 

From the age of 75, a medical exam is required 
at each renewal which normally occurs at 80 and 
every two years after that or shorter terms depend¬ 
ing on medical conditions. 

Many seniors are placed on annual renewals af¬ 
ter they reach 80. If there are concerns, usually 
from family members, there is an address they can 
be forwarded to. 

Written concerns, that should include instances 
and or behaviours from which the concerns are 
based, can be forwarded to: Alberta Transportation 
and Utilities Driver Records. Main Floor, Twin 
Atria Building - 4999, 98 Ave. Edmonton, Alberta 
T6B-2X3 or they can be dropped off at a local regis¬ 
tries office. 

This action may result in further medical test¬ 
ing, cognitive assessments or referral to the Drive- 
able Testing Program, which is a drivers testing 
program specifically geared to seniors.

Once upon a time when the World was young, the com¬ 
munity owned the REA, (Rural Electrification Association). 
We bought our power from Calgary Power. Calgary Power 
sent each of us a bill through the mail, and we wrote a 
check and put it in the enclosed envelope or maybe we 
stopped at the bank, presented our bill and paid it there. 
The bill was easy to read, the mail was totally dependable, 
the Bank Teller was courteous and helpful. I have to ad¬ 
mit we had more power outages in those days and when 
they occurred you phoned around to the neighbors to see 
how widespread it was and then you called the office in 
Olds, where a real person answered the phone, took your 
information and dispatched a crew. It was pretty simple 
really, straightforward, easy to understand, easy to deal 
with. 

Calgary Power became TransAlta and offered to buy 
our REA. Because our lines and poles were getting old 
and TransAlta made us a good offer the REA was sold and 
things continued much the same except that TransAlta 
rebuilt a lot of our aging lines and we had fewer outages. 
Bills came in the mail and were paid by check, the 
TransAlta crews were quick and efficient, we paid our bills 
and had receipts and cancelled checks for our records. 

Under deregulation TransAlta decided to get out of the 
retail end of the power business so they sold off their cus¬ 
tomers to Epcor (formerly Edmonton Power). Their deliv¬ 
ery system went to UtiliCorp. My husband says we were 
like the second string baseball player who comes to work 
one morning and finds he has been sold to the Moose Jaw 
Minors. Our Utility Bill immediately went through the 
roof but the Provincial Government stepped in and said a. 
you can't do that and b. we will subsidize the customers 
for a month or two. An election followed soon after. Mean¬ 
while Epcor issued us all account numbers and began to 
push Telephone Banking so that they could lay off a bunch 
of employees, cut down on paperwork and "simplify our 
billing system." 

In due course the “’Simplified" bills began to arrive. 
YOUR ACCOUNT AT A GLANCE it says and this is some 
glance. Previous Balance, payment thank you. Balance 
Forward nil, Energy Charge, Delivery Charge, Capacity 
Charge, 2001 RRO Shortfall Charge, Farm Retail Service 
Charge, Interim 2002 UtiliCorp DT Rider, (this is a charge 
approved by the Provincial Govt, to make up the shortfall 
generated when Epcor took over from TransAlta, it is sup¬ 
posed to be temporary i Epcor S and D Access Service 
Charge and of course the GST. A car dealer would be em¬ 
barrassed at such a list. 

Now we come to telephone banking, a wonderful inno¬ 
vation designed to save paper and time, stamps, checks 
and envelopes. You get set up with account numbers and 
personal identification and then you phone in, listen to 
the instructions, punch in the required numbers and if all 
goes well your great whacking utility bill is painlessly 
extracted from your bank account without contamination 
bv human contact. This worked very well for about three 
months. On the July 17 bill Epcor informed us that we 
had a new account number hut there was no need to con¬ 
tact our financial institution because the records had been 
updated automatically. They also gave us a number to call 
for account inquiries. Absolutely nothing worked. The new 
account number is not accepted, the telephone either rings 
busy or a recorded voice tells us that "a higher than usual 
volume of calls prevents an agent from taking your call at 
this time." 

I'll bet they have a higher than usual volume of calls. 
Every poor confused fool that signed up for telephone bank¬ 
ing is trying to get through. I vote we return to the REA.

Bronc, Bull Riding, Boy’s Steer 
Riding, Calf Roping, Team Rop¬ 
ing. and Ladies Barrel Racing. 

Ag Society Director and Ro¬ 
deo Organizer, Craig Anderson, 
is confident this year’s event 
will once again draw close to 


100 competitors. "We generally 
get about 40 bull riders, 8 - 10 
Bareback riders, 12-15 
Saddlebronc Riders, 20-30 Bar¬ 
rel Racers and 12 or so Boy’s 
Steer Wrestling competitors, so 
it’s a pretty good showing,” 
says Anderson adding that the

Recent articles and news 
stories have raised the issue 
of the amount of waste we 
generate, again. 

The numbers are not going 
down and the weight of all 
that waste rests not just on 
the shoulders and backs of the 
collectors, it is a burden to 
taxpayers, politicians, our 
children and their children, 
and the environment around 
us. 

The unfortunate part of 
this story is that the amount 
of waste we generate and 
where that waste ends up can 
be controlled relatively simply 
through the cooperation and 
participation of consumers, 
manufactures, politicians, 
and others involved in the 
waste stream through the ap¬ 
plication of the Rs. 

So what are the Rs? 

REFUSE and REDUCE - 
Manufacturers can take the 
responsible path and refuse to 
package their items in over¬ 
sized, wasteful packaging, 
and by improving systems and 
operations reduce the amount 
of waste they generate. Con¬ 
sumers can refuse to buy 
products that have excessive 
packaging that cannot be re¬ 
cycled and in the process re¬ 
duce the amount of waste sent 
to landfill. Politicians can 
refuse to make easy to bury 
all our garbage and in the 
process reduce the financial 
burden and liabilities to the 
taxpayers. 

RETHINK - Old habits die 
hard. Throwing everything 
into the garbage has been so 
easy and appears so inexpen¬ 
sive in the past, that it has

been ingrained as the easy 
choice. We need to rethink 
how we do things and why we 
do things and modify our be¬ 
haviours to fit the reality of 
the waste problems we are 
facing. 

REUSE - The variety and 
volume of items that go into 
our garbage because they are 
no longer of use to us, even 
though they are still totally 
functional, usable items, is 
amazing. 

Furniture that is a couple 
years old and doesn’t fit the 
new decor, televisions that 
are too small, appliances, 
clothing ... the list could go 
on and on. What may no 
longer be of use to one per¬ 
son could be just what an¬ 
other needs for something 
else. Add to this the number 
of single-use items on the 
market that end up in our 
landfills and it is easy to see 
how reusing could make a big 
difference. 

REPAIR - Often a simple 
repair can make an item des-

tined for the landfill useable 
again. 

RECOVER - Recover cov¬ 
ers a variety of area from en¬ 
ergy recovery to resource re¬ 
covery. The easiest method of 
recovery is composting. With 
the largest portion of our 
waste stream being organic in 
nature composting can make 
a huge difference in the 
amount of materials we 
landfill, and return a large 
amount of nutrients and or¬ 
ganic content to our environ¬ 
ment. 

RECYCLE - F rom your 
newspaper to your pop can to 
your milk jug to your compu¬ 
ter - the materials that can be 
recycled are numerous. Not 
everyone has easy access to 
recycling programs but mak¬ 
ing use of the programs that 
are available can remove a lot 
of the materials that are prob¬ 
ably in your garbage can 
right now.

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QUESTION: What advice would you give to a woman 
whose husband just won’t respond to her emotionally? 
That's my situation. Darrell is a good man, but he's not 
romantic and he’d rather keep his thoughts to himself. 
How can I deal with the longing inside me? 

DR. DOBSON: Some men will never be able to meet 
the needs of their wives. They don’t understand how 
women think and have never been required to “give” to 
anyone. Those who are married to these unromantic and 
noncommunicative men must decide what is reasonable 
to expect and how they can forge a meaningful life to¬ 
gether. 

Or they can seek an early divorce. I think the former 
is better! If Darrell is such a man, my advice is that you 
attempt to show him, without nagging or becoming an¬ 
gry, how you are different from him and what your 
unique needs are. 

Work to change that which can be improved in your 
relationship, explain that which can be understood, re¬ 
solve that which can be settled and negotiate that which 
is open to compromise. Create the best marriage possi¬ 
ble from the raw materials brought by two imperfect 
human beings with two distinctly unique personalities. 
But for all the rough edges that can never be smoothed 
and the faults that can never be eradicated, try to de¬ 
velop the best possible outlook and determine to accept 
reality exactly as it is. 

The first principle of mental health is to accept that 
which cannot be changed. 

You could easily descend into depression over the cir¬ 
cumstances in your life. But you can also choose to hang 
tough and be contented in spite of them. The operative 
word is “choose.” 

Can you accept your husband as he is? Seldom does 
one human being satisfy every longing and hope in the 
breast of another. Obviously, this coin has two sides: 
You can’t be his perfect woman, either. 

He is no more equipped to resolve your entire pack¬ 
age of emotional needs than you are to become his sexual 
dream machine every 24 hours. Both partners have to 
settle for human foibles, faults, irritability, fatigue and 
occasional nighttime “headaches.” A good marriage is 
not one where perfection reigns: It is a relationship where 
a healthy perspective overlooks a multitude of 
“unresol vables.” 

I don’t mean to imply that the advice I’ve given is 
easy to implement or that it will take away the longing 
you described, but every human being eventually encoun¬ 
ters difficult situations that are beyond his or her con¬ 
trol. 

At that point, a person is either going to collapse, to 
run, to become angry, or do all three. I submit that ac¬ 
ceptance is a better alternative. 

QUESTION: My former girlfriend and I were abso¬ 
lutely certain we were in love because we were crazy 
about each other from the moment we met. We were to¬ 
gether every day and all our friends thought we would 
get married. But the relationship cooled off very quickly 
and now we can hardly stand each other. I don’t even 
like to be around her. What do you think happened to 
us? 

DR. DOBSON: Not knowing either of you, it is diffi¬ 
cult to say for sure. But I can tell you that the way your 
relationship began had something to do with the way it 
ended. A love affair is usually doomed when it begins 
with great intensity. It almost always burns itself out in 
time. You may recall an old song that described a love 
affair that was “too hot not to cool down.” That’s the 
way it often works. In a manner of speaking, you and 
your girlfriend ran your race together as though it were 
a 100-yard dash. It should have been approached like a 
marathon. 

That’s why you exhausted yourselves before your jour¬ 
ney together ever got started. If a love relationship is to 
go the distance, there needs to he a comfortable pacing 
that keeps the two parties from consuming each other. 
That will give the bond a chance to form — and allow 
“the glue to dry.”

It was Williams' first top ten 
placing on the WCGT Tour this 
year and put him in contention 
for qualifying for the Western 
Canada Junior Golf champion¬ 
ship slated for Calgary at the 
end of August.

Area players interested in attending Grizzly s’ training camp

When the Olds Grizzlys hit 
the ice for their annual Fall 
Training Camp on August 23 at 
the Olds Sportsplex, several area 
players will be vying for a place 
on the opening line-up. 

"I am anticipating seven or 
eight area players will be in the 
line-up on opening day," said 
Grizzlys' Head Coach and Gen¬ 
eral Manager, Brett Cox, indi¬ 
cating area players are inter¬ 
ested in attending this year's 
training camp. 

"This area has produced ex¬ 
cellent minor hockey players 
and many of them are capable 
of playing Junior A hockey," 


added Cox. 

During the off-season, Cox 
has been actively recruiting 
area players and the response 
towards the Grizzlys' hockey 
program has been overwhelm¬ 
ing.
